Dear Sir, 


Mr. H.S. Maxim has handed us your letter to him of the 22d inst, and we beg to submit 
the following, as answers to your questions. 


Ist. We will place our apparatus on your premises, furnishing all the electrical parts 
ourselves, run the same for 30 days, and at the expiration of that time, you shall have the option 
of keeping the apparatus at the prices herein after named, or, we will remove the same at our own 
expense. 


2d. You would have to use from 40 to 60 Incandescent lamps and 1- “arc” lights, and the 
power required, would be about 20 horse power. 


3d. The apparatus for 60 incandescent lamps including Regulator and Dynamo Machine 
will cost $1500. And the Incandescent lamps will cost $2 — each and switches for same $1.50 


each. 


The machine and lamps for running 10 Voltaic arc lights, will cost at the rate of $175- per 
light, or, say, $1750 for the 10 lights. 


Ath. The cost of running 40 Incandescent lamps will be about 10 cents per hour, and the 
10 Voltaic arc lights will cost about 40 cents an hour. 


5th. The cost of replacing an Incandescent lamp would be $1 each, when the old one is 
returned. 


6th. If an incandescent lamp is not run above 20 candle power, it will last many months, 
perhaps a year — if run up to 30 candle, its durability is considerably lessened. 


7th. The 10 arc lights will be amply sufficient to light the melting rooms, the rolling room 
the cleaning or whitening room and the engine room in the basement. 


8th. Is fully answered in the foregoing. 
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9th. The apparatus for the “arc” lights, would be our new patterns. The Machine is 
substantive economical and durable; it runs easily and with but little heating. The lamps are light 
simple and quite ornamental. We believe the color of our light to be superior to any other. 


10th. We could put the apparatus in operation in about 40 days. 

If you should conclude to give our system of Electric lighting a trial, we will do our 
utmost to make it perfectly satisfactory to you in every particular. Hoping to hear favorably from
